Torrance is beginnmg to make rapid
strides as an industrial city. Present
factories are enlarging operations and
new factories are coming in.

The Llewellyn Iron Works has just
closed an option on twenty-five acres
adjoining its present site. This means
the doubling of the ground acreage of
its present site and undoubtedly points
to the erection here of a plant that
will be a rival of some of the great
eastern’ plants. The Llewellyns rec-
ognize and have had forced upcn them
the fact that there is a great and
growing market here for all the steel
they can produce and that we are en-
tering upon an era of great industrial

expansion when steel producta will
be greatly in demand.

Immediately adjoining the Llewellyn
Iron Works, on the -side toward the
P. E. depot, a new factory will soon
spring into being. This concern will
employ from fifty to 100 men at the
start. It will plirchase steel from the
Llewellyn plant and convert this into
finished building materials such as the
twisted steel used for re-enforcing con-
crete floors, pillars, walls and other
concrete construction.

Other lines of industry are also in-
vestigating the industrial opportuni-
ties of Torrance and new factories
may be announced at any time.
